B-36 Vulnerable 
Says Top Admiral 


Washington, Oct. 12—(AP)— 


Grizzled Fleet Admiral William 
F. (Bull) Halsey called today for 
a defense strategy based on readi- 
ness to wage instantaneous air at- 
tack on troop and military tar- 
gets. 


Halsey made clear that would 


require lighter, swifter 
planes 


than the B-36 "intercontinental 
bomber" on which the Air Force 
is concentrating. 


He was before the house armed 


services committee, continuing the 
navy's barrage against a military 
policy which puts so much empha- 
sis on the B-36. 


Navy men contend the B-36N 


could be of use only for "mass at- 
tack" on large areas. 


With a reference to that, Hal- 


sey said a successful war "can- 
not be fought by carrying on sep- 
arate campaigns against indus- 
trial and civil populations." 


Scorns Concept 


He scornfully compared this con- 


cept of strategic air warfare to 
medieval "siege" operations. 


Halsey, whose carrier-based air- 


men drummed the Japanese up and 
down the Pacific, said the lesson 
from World War n is the need 
for immediate heavy air attacks 
at the military body of the enemy 
"who 
would be trying to crunch 


his way across Europe." 


"The objective of stopping and 


finally driving back the enemy 
onrush can. only be done by attack- 
ing the enemy's armed forces ard 
the transport system which moves 
him and his supplies." 


Bombers by-passing these para- 


mount military targets, he said, 
"won't stop anything—except pos- 
sibly bullets from the thousands 
of high-flying fast fighters an ag- 
gressor will have." 


Strategic bombing of rear area 


population 
centers 
can't stop 


enemy ground forces, Halsey rum- 
bled on to an 'attentive commit- 
tee. 


"The mass bombing of cities can 


only produce delay, remote and in- 
direct effects on the course of the 
war. 


"The weight of evidence in our 


own and the British bombing sur- 
veys shows this very clearly. 


It Was Mistake 


"These reports show that it was 


a mistake to believe the B-17's, 
or later B-29's, could, by unescort- 
ed mass bombing attacks on cities, 
gain military advantage in propor- 
tion to their cost, or to believe 
that results would be directly and 
immediately effective." 


Halsey went on to say that the 


lesson from the last war that 
stands out clearly above all oth- 
ers is, "if you want to go any- 
where in modern war, in the air, 
on the sea, on the land—you must

Crisis Nearing 


A crisis is fast nearing, Ching 


said, and he noted that the gov- 
ernment was keeping a close watch 
on their progress. 


Lewis himself was showing signs 


of wanting to talk business with 
the operators from the north and 
west at this famous watering 
place, and with the, southern op- 
erators who are meeting simul- 
taneously at Charleston, W. Va." 


In the background, too, is Harry 


M. Moses, representing U. S. Steel 
Corp., mines. Lewis confers sep- 
arately with Moses, after each ses- 
sion with the northern and western 
commercial operators here. 


The 
negotiations, which have 


been dragging on since last May 
25 at White Sulphur and at Blue- 
field, W. Va., were 
interrupted 


last week for a conference with 
Ching in Washington. 


Lewis is well aware of the wea- 


pon which the government holds 
over his head to hasten a settle- 
ment. 
That is the use of the 


Taft-Hartley act's emergency pro- 
visions, including a study by a 
fact-finding board and an 80-day 
injunction against a strike. 


He has defied such injunctions 


before, at a heavy cost in fines 
for contempt of court, but he isn't 
likely to go out of his way to risk 
his union's millions this year. 


Pressure on Lewis 


Thus the pressure may be on 


Lewi* to «p««d up a new contract; 
the old one expired June 30. The 
northern and western operators, 
.ed by George H. Lcve of the 
Pittsburgh Consolidation Coal Co., 
have offered to extend the old 
agreement until April, 1951, but 
Lewis refused. 


In talks with southern opera- 


tors at Bluefield, W. Va., last 
week, Lewis indicated that he was 
placing his major emphasis on in- 
creasing the 20 cents per ton roy- 
alty which financed the miners' 
welfare and pension fund. 


But he has hinted, too, that he 


wants shorter working hours— 
without loss of pay to the miners 
who now get $14.05 for a 6-i 
hour day of production. They are 
paid for eight hours, with the re- 
mainder of the time credited to 
underground travel and a lunch 
stop.

Governor Warns Educators 
State School Aid Imperiled 


Champaign, III., Oct. 12—(AP) 


—Governor 
Stevenson said last 


night unless the state finds extra 
revenue it will take a "miracle" 
to maintain state school aid at 
current levels after the middle of 
1951. 


He said the state has reached 


the point where "we are living 
from nand to mouth." 


In a speech to the Illinois Sec- 


ondary School Principals' associa- 
tion, he said the 1951 legislature 
will have to fit In money demands 
of schools with those for "badly 
needed buildings, for highways, 
for relief and for many other wor- 
thy purposes " 


Record Budget 


Stevenson pointed out the re- 


cent general assembly voted a 
record high $100,319,000 for school 
help in the bienmum ending June 
30, 1951. This compares with $66,- 
657,000 voted in 1947. 


"These huge increases in school 


appropriations cannot be continued 
indefinitely," he declared. 


"Unless a miracle happens, it 


will oe necessary in the rext leg- 
islative session to provide addi- 
tional revenue to sustain even the 
present level of state aid for 
schools " 


The governor said he "regret- 


ted" the contentions of some edu- 
cators that the 1949 assembly 
should have given schools more 


money "at the expense of other 
items." 


The problem, he said, is to ap- 


portion available state funds for 
"each of the absolutely vital" pur- 
poses. 


"We can't dodge our responsibili- 


ty by meeting one set of demands 
at the expense of others which are 
equally deserving," he added. 


The governor called the con- 


struction needs at mental hospitals 
and other state Institutions "stag- 
gering" He said the number of 
persons on general relief and child 
aid rolls had risen by one-third 
in the last year and might "shoot 
suddenly higher" if economic con- 
ditions take a bad turn. 


Asks a Program 


He suggested that people par 


ticularly interested 
in 
keeping 


state school aid at the present 
rate should "start right now" in 
helping formulate a "suitable" 
revenue program. ' 


Because schools have obtained 


so much of what they have asked 
in the way of state and local 
funds, the governor said educators 
are "on the spot." 


"School administrators now are 


in the position of having to pro* 
duce the kind of schools the people 
are being called upon to paj> for," 
he told the principals' group. 


He called this a challenge which 


the "teaching profession cannot 
ignore or defer."

Qumcy declared it "wouldn't be 


fair to ask the governor to give 
aid to cities without supplying a 
source of revenue—like a one cent 
increase in the state sales tax." 


Sargeant said that because of 


the "antique" state constitution, 
any city financing program that 
might be worked out "will be only 
a patch work proposition."

Nehru the Man, Described 
By Writer Who Knew Him

Washington, Oct. 
12—(AP)— 


India's prime minister, the pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, saya one of the 
principal reasons for his visit to 
the United States is to learn about 
Americans. 


Perhaps Americans also may 


learn something about Nehru and 
the way he ticks. 


Back in 1945 Nehru saved the 


lives of four of his congress party 
colleagues 
and

Press correspondent. I was the cor- 
respondent. 


Nehru may have forgoten it. I 


doubt that he ever considered that 
anything unusual had occurred ex- 
cept an annoying delay to a three- 
day political speaking tour.

We were late for a meeting at 


the Punjab town of Lyallpur. A 
quarter of a million people had 
waited t%vo hours on a sun-baked 
plain outside the town when we 
arrived in a station wagon with an 
Indian driver. Lath-packing party 
troops — illegal m those days of 
British rule—held open a lane. 


The crowd w as still while Nehru 


spoke. 
When we climbed down 


from the platform, he shooed the 
rest of us off through the strain- 
ing lane of laths and omen. He 
hung back. 


Turning, I saw that the lane 


was breaking up back of him and 
the crowd was pouring m. 


A Unman Wave 


We ran to the station wagon. 


Nehru dug along ahead of the 
adoring mob like a crisp little chip 
on the bead of a powerful wave. He 
screamed to the driver to get go- 
ing. 


Then he ran the last few steps 


and leaped in. The human wall 
closed about the car. The motor 
died. 


Men were crushed against the 


car. The pressure of thousands 
straining nearer lifter it off its 
wheels. The walls began to strain 
and crack. 


"What a stupid way to die," I 


thought, "crushed inside an auto- 
mobile by a Krambling mass of 
men fighting to see or touch an- 
other man." 


Then, a lean white fury, Nehru 


pounced head first through the 
window on to the shoulders of the 
crowd. 
He pounded backs and 


heads with his silver-headed cane. 
He shouted and—I think—swore 


Wild-eyed people fell back be- 


fore his violence. The car bumped 
back on its wheels. The motor 
caught. "The crowd tried to push 
back. The car was m gear and 
crawling through falling men. We 
spurted out of the teeming mass. 


Nehru followed on foot. We got 


away from there, fast. 


In three days I got to know 


and like the man Nehiu more and 
more. Away from crowds he was 
relaxed and q u i e t , 
browsing 


through books and newspapers, 
chatting easily, joking about his 
days m English schools and Eng- 
lish jails and talking earnestly 
about freedom and liberty.

He was trying at the time to 


up smoking. Often he would 


ake a cigarette and then put it 
back After a bit he would take it 
out and cut m half with scissors 
he earned for that puipose. 


Catching my eye during this 


iperation, he winked and smiled 


But the moment the car stopped

After a speech he was so tense he 
ouldn't eat or sit still. 
At another village we weie 


topped by a crowd at the tomb of 
an ancient Holy man. The villagers 
howered Nehru

Men, women and children dropped 
o their knees and reached out to 
ouch him. He didn't even glance 
t them. But he turned aside to a 
eeble old beggar, patter her on the 
lead and spoke a few words to her.

Profits in Industry Exaggerated 


All the available evidence indicates that the public at 


large has a completely erroneous idea of how much profit 
American industry earns. 


As an example, one typical survey asked a group of 


workers what percentage of profit the average manufacturer 
makes in peace time. The answer was 2o per cent, ihe 
same workers were then asked what percentage they would 
consider a fair profit. The answer was 10 per cent. 


What gives this great significance is the fact that, in 


recent times, American corporate business, taken as a whole, 
has never made anywhere near the 10 per cent profit that 
workers seem to consider fair! 


The most comprehensive report so far issued on cor- 


porate profits was made by the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, and covers the years 1929-47. It totals the sales and 
profits of manufacturing corporations. In that period of 
time corporate sales reached the stratospheric figure of 
81,559.848,000,000. Corporate ^profits—including two depres- 
sion years in which losses were taken—came to S65,48d,OUU,- 
000 " That is a big figure but it amounts to but 4.2 per cent 
of sales—less than half as much as a representative group 
of workers said was fair. In the best year of all, 1929, the 
profit was only 6.3 per cent. 


The point is that under the free enterprise system, with 


its open, aggressive competition in every line of business, 
profits are automatically held to very moderate levels. In 
the typical corporation, labor gets the largest share of total 
revenues. The stockholder commonly gets one of the smallest 


often less than is paid to government in taxes. And the 


consumer gets the goods produced at a fair price. 


Success Stories Are Fact, Not Fancy 


There is a saying, traditional with one of the leading 


American oil companies, that when a director retires, the 
company hires a new office boy. The concern's magazine 
observes that there may be an element of exaggeration in 
this, but that it does indicate the company's "high regard for 
its junior members and its continuing preference for promo 
tion from within." 


The whole oil industry, in fact, is a splendid example o 


how opportunity is offered to able and ambitious people. Thi 
roster of top executives is liberally sprinkled with the names 
of men who began as office boys or in some similar position 
It's the old story of starting at the bottom of the ladder and 
climbing up, and it's just as valid today as it ever was. 


This isn't the result of altruism on the part of the oil in 


dustry, or any other enterprise which has a like policy. On 
reason American industry leads the world by a wide margin 
is that it is always looking for new ideas, new blood. There'; 
always room at the top, and the competition for people with 
ability and the will to work is generally keen. Back of every 
step forward industry takes, there is always a group of hu 
man beings. The machines, wonderful as they are, are sec 
ondary.

Moreover, knowing neith- 
er Hiss nor Whittaker Chambers, 
the principal prosecuting witness, 
nor having any complicity with 
Chambers in any matter, I can 
not be accused of serving a self- 
interest in anything that I wrote. 
I was performing a public serv- 
ice according to the traditions of 
editorial journalism, whereas the

Of course the English police- 


man's beat protection is the dis- 
position of the public as a whole 
to respect the 'yaw" as represent- 
ed by the bluecoat. London cops 
don't have to go up against gun- 
men, as do American police, and 
it's rarely that a burglar or any 
other denizen of the night carries 
a gun, even for protection. 


The English laws about the use 


of firearms are pretty fierce. For 
example, if you as a householder 
catch a burglar m your home, you, 
may not shoot him unless you be- 
lieve he is about to do you or a 
member of your family bodily in- 
jury. 
The mere fact that the 


thief may be climbing out the 
window with the family 
silver 


doesn't give you the nght to shoot. 
If you do use a gun under those 
circumstances and kill somebody, 
it is murder. 


Not Sporting 


I knew & chap in London who 


had served a long prison sentence 
as most notorious burglar JSng- 
land ever had produced. I wrote 
a book with him about the Lon- 
don underworld, as we used to 
have terrific arguments over the 
rights of tie unarmed burglar. My 
man maintained that it wasn't 
sporting for a householder to shoot 
an unarmed intruder—something 
like potting a sitting bird, what? 


The bobby is a cool, steady and 


methodical individual who inspires 
respect. I encountered a typical 
example of how they work one 
day at the big Victoria railway 
station. Two men were having a 
furious word-battle, 
interspersed 


with fist blows. 
A bobby was 


standing- beside them—listening to

The policeman never spoke but 
every time one of the battlers aim- 
ed a fist at the other, the cop 
cooly blocked the blow and then 
listened some more.

ers and partly to the big crowd: 


"That's all! On your way! 


Ha\e Studied Calm 


The two men turned without a 


word and started off. The crowd 
melted like a piece of ice on a 
hot skillet. 


Bobbies handle all 
situations 


with that same studied calm, 
which more often than not is 
mixed with a sense of humor which 
bridges many rough places and 
engenders respect. They are hand 
picked—men of sound judgment 
and understanding.
